CONGRATULATIONS 


The “Altona Star’’ congratulates. the Ai- 
tona Shire Council. The new administration 
buildings are a great achievement. They are 
the result. of initiative, inspiration and enter- 
prise. Situated in a permanently open area 
the structures are seen to perfect advantage. 
As well, the aspect of the unique features 
will not in the future be subject to the pos- 
sible competition of other erections. The 
interiors are perhaps more orthodox though 
there are several novel features. The essen- 
tial needs of our Council in legislative, execu- 
tive and administrative functions have ‘been 
well provided for. 

The growth of the Shire is also a subject 
for congratulations. 

Since 1957 Altona’s progress in all as- 
pects has been exceptional. To a great ex- 
tend such growth was predictable. The west- 
ward expansion of Footscray and Newport 
made inevitable home building activities in 
adjoining Sunshine and Altona North areas. 
The continuous extension of the Altona 
North and East areas means that Altona is 
here progressing inwardly, and not to the 
outskirts. Only in the west area (where the 
potential is great) is the process reversed to 
normal. 

In Altona during October this year 43 
house building permits were issued—this 
is about normal—-33 were in Altona North. 
Sunshine, with four ‘times the population, 
had 57 in the same period. \ 

Only in Altona it was possible to find 
at economic cost extensive fand areas, 
adjacent to shipping facilities and near the 
metropolis. The coming of the oil and as- 
sociated industries has been a notable fact 
in Altona’s history. “ 

The successive Councils have made a 
worth while contribution to amenities for 
the people. To child welfare centres, youth 
clubs, life saving and elderly citizens organi- 
sations it has given substantial aid. It can- 
not be denied that the Councils in these 
directions have done their best. 

In other aspects progress has been 
varied. Transport has been considerably im- 
proved though not to the extent desired. 
Drainage and sewerage problems are not 
yet solved but active steps are being taken. 
Road making is being accelerated. Beach 
improvement and maintenance is but on a 
short term basis. No-long range plan seems 
in view—-if we except the experimental groin 
which may be erected in the vicinity of 
Millers Road. . 

The Councils have thus done much for 
Altona. It is fair to say that the people of 
Altona, or many of them, have played their 
part. The population has more than doubled 
itself in the last seven years. Most of the 
newcomers have been home builders with 
home interests. They have been centred on 
establishing their homes and surroundings. 
They have been interested in their families 
and their welfare. This has been well shown 
in their support of their welfare centres and 
schools. For this reason perhaps their civic 
interest has not been prominent. For this 
reason too the new civic building was a happy 
inspiration. No one can see them without 
a thought to what they are and what -they 
represent. *

No. 18—ARTHUR NASH 
—Cycling. 


Former race cyclist and 
winner of 1]1 races from 
609 starts, |Arthur Nash 
certainly compiled a rec- 
ord of success and top 
class performances. 

His cycling tecord gains 4 
further boost | by adding to 
it 60 secondjand 41 third 
placings, and finally, 120 fast- 
est times. 

Arthur started his cycling 
career with | the Altona 
Amateur Cycling Club in 
1930; his first jrace being on 
a circuit which followed 
through Queen and Nellie 
Streets, with {the finish in 
Pier Street. 

Success came early to 
Arthur as in 1930 he was the 
first member of the club to 
win in open mpany, as in 
June of that |year he won 
a 20 mile handicap for 
amateur eyelists at Cambell- 
field--there were 125 entrants 
for that event. 

Prior to the Altona Club 
disbanding in| 1934, Arthur 
added numeroys club events 
to his record as he was the 
unpaced road} champion in 
1931, 1932 and |1933, and the 
paced road champion over 
the same perjod. He was 
also track champion of the 
club in those ypars. 

After the cessation of his 
old club, Arthur joined the 
Newport Cycling Club and 
raced with th until 1940. 
The Newport Club has as one 
of its members Alex Yuille, 
an Australian’ and Victorian 
title holder, but Arthur was 
able to compete successfully 
and notch many wins over 
this classy cyclist. 

During the 1937 road rac- 
ing season, Arthur created a 
club record, as! he compiled 
a total of 10} fastest time 
awards in ig 





With a time of 7 hours 
504 minutes his credit, 
Arthur finished in ninth place 
in the only Warrnambool to 
Melbourne Amateur Cycling 
race ever held. /In this event 
which was held in 1938, 
Arthur rode frpm the eight 
minute mark land finished 
close to the place getters— 
his time for the event was 
the same as the winners and 
only three minutes outside 
of the fastest time for the 
race. 

As a long distance rider, 
Arthur was ciub champion 
in 1937, 1938 and 1939, and 
he also became Unpaced Roaa 
Champion from |1937 to 1940 
He was also successful in 
winning the Sate Road 
Championships in 1938 and 
1940, followed up|by the Track 
Championships in the same 
seasons. 

When the Newport Club 
went into recess in 1940, 
Arthur joined forces with the 
strong Footscray |Club and in 
his first ride with the club, 
he won a double, taking cut 
the track handitap and the

Added to the open road 
race success of Arthur, are 
a fastest time in the Mel- 
bourne to Kyneton in 1934. 
and a first and fastest time 
in a Melbourne to Geelong 
and return event, also in 
1934. And two years later, 
in 1936, Arthur won a 50 
mile handicap held by the 
Footscray Club. 


Among his victories arth 
gained his best effort ever inv 
a win over J. Dowling, who 
was Australian Track Cham. 
pion at the time. Arthur de- 
feated Dowling in a five mile 
scratch race held on New 
Years Day 1936, at the coun- 
try town of Nyah. 

Cycling is not the only 
sport in which Arthur has 
excelled, for if we go back 
to his Footscray Technical 
School days, we find that 
Arthur represented his school 
as a high jumper in the com- 
bined schoo! meetings held 
at Bendigo and Geelong. 


Cricket and football are two 
other sports at which Arthur 
has tried his hand as in 
1929 he played football with 
the North Williamstown Club 
and in |ater years, 1945-51, 
he was a member of the Al- 
tona Cricket Club first anfd 
second XI’s. Arthur. cep- 
tained the second XI for. 
seasons and in 1951 he wal. 
successful in winning the 
batting average, his best score 
ever was 88 runs. 


Bike riding still contains an 
interest for Arthur Nash as 
he uses this form of trans- 
port each day to his place 
of work, and no doubt the 
exercise from continued yped- 
alling has maintained a fit- 
ness and a memory of past 
events.

SPECIAL FEATURES IN BUSINESS SCENE. The public’s attitude to business 
affairs is rather more conservative than at comparable stages of previous busi- 
ness upswings. Personal saving is relatively high, and in investment security 
and liquidity have high priority. Retail spending has increased, but total ex- 
penditure for consumption and capital purposes so far does not seem to be 
outstripping supplies. These valuable features have helped general stability 
without impeding a great decrease in unemployment. 


OVERSEAS SIMILARITIES. Some of these features are also evident in the 
overseas business scene where, in general, buyers’ markets predominate and 
consequently business is operating in a strongly competitive atmosphere, as it 
is in our country. Recent reports in Britain and the United States of America 
are optimistic as to the business outlook without, it is thought, the develop- 
. ment of undue pressure upon resources. 


RETURNS TO BUSINESS ENTERPRISE AFFECTED. Comment that profits have 
become harder to earn has been heard here and in various other countries in 
recent years, and returns to business enterprise appear to have tended down- 
wards. In Australia, company income relative to total turnover declined 
sharply in 1960/61; the ratio of profits to shareholders’ funds also fell. A de- 
cline also appears in the .case of personal business and the professions. !n 
1962/63,, the ratio for farm income registered its first rise for tive years. 
Similar ratios of business returns in Britain and the United States of America 
also display a downward drift, but in both countries the farm income ratio 
has been more stable than here. 


GOOD PROSPECTS FOR STABILITY IN. AUSTRALIA. Restraint in the public’s 
attitude to spending and investment, our increased productive capacity, and 
imports being freely available, have provided a sound foundation for recovery 
and increased employment. Export receipts are at a high level, and, with a 
very good export year in prospect, concern about the 1963/64 balance of over- 
seas payments is not justified. The outlook is promising for a continuance 
next year of general stability, with a satisfactory rate of business growth....- 


STABILITY COULD BE EASILY UPSET, However, past experience teaches that 
stability can be readily upset, and we do not want this to happen. For example, 
a majorsrise in expenditure from either public or private sources which in- 
creased demand without a balancing addition to the “output of goods and 
services could easily turn the economy in an inflationary direction. 


ADEQUATE BUSINESS RETURNS VITAL TO PROGRESS. Prospects seem 
favourable for continuance of the considerable improvement in profits shown 
last year. In any free economy, adequate returns from business enterprise are 
vital for successful long-term growth, and to set aside funds for research on 
lowering costs and improving the range and quality of products. Easy, high 
profits resulting from inflationary pressure are bad for any community; for 
stability, business must seek its income from greater mass sales and improved 


ACCOUNTS. Consolidated balance sheet assets, at over £450m., are a new 
record and almost £50m: higher than last year. Figures of the parent company 
increased by £21m. and those of the savings bank by £28m. Consolidated 
gross earnings,at £13,814,000, were £1,233,000 higher, and expenses in- 
creased by £934,000. After providing £117,000 more for taxation, net profit, 
at £1,247,621, was £182,135 above that of 1962.

Carols by Candlelight in Altona was commenced through the suggestion 
of Miss Ivy McGowan of the Altona Baptist Dramatic Society and was held 
for the first time on Sunday, December 19, 1948. 

‘The Dramatic Society first sponsored the presentation which was com- 
pered by Mr. Eric Scherman of the Altona Methodist Church. The conductor 
was Mr. G. G, Hiatt, the pianist Mrs. Hiatt and the musical background was 
provided by the Williamstown City Band. 


The Carols were again presented prior to Christ- 
mas 1949, with Mr. Eric Scherman as compere, Mr. 
Verdun Newnham as chair leader, Mr. Arthur Walke: 
as pianist and the co-operation of the Williamstowr, 


City Band. 


Unfortunately the festival 
was not held at Christmas 
1950, but was revived for 
1951 when the Salvation Army 
was asked to organise the 
presentation. This .was tn- 
dertaken by Verdun Newn- 
fam, who compared the pro- 
gram with Mr. Ken Andress 
as conductor, Mrs. J. Grant 
as pianist and an orchestra 
comprising three violins and 
two cornets (the late Briga- 
dier Pettiford, Messrs, Fred 
Manning, Tom James, Fred 
Anderson and Ralph Prew). 


The arrangements for 1952 
were again affected by some 
changes in that Mr. Verdun 
Newnham as secretary of a 
committee tormed of repre 
sentatives of the Church of 
England, the Baptist Church, 


Methodist Church and the 
Salvation Army undertook 


the organisation of the pro- 
gram, This year Mrs. Court 
conducted the choir of 28. 
Mr. Fred Gramsbergen was 
the planist and musical sup- 
port came from a composite 
band made up of 27 mem- 
bers of Salvation Army bands 
from Wiltiamstown, Sunshine 
and Altona, under the baton 
of band master Ronald Belt. 
An attendance of 1200 was 
recorded, 


The 1953 yvesentation was 
carried through oa 2 sinilar 
basis as 1952 with Myr. Ver: 
dun Newnham as compere, 
Mrs. Court as conductor, Mrs. 
K. Barnet as pianist and the 
Salvation Army band from 
Sunshine, under the baton of 
band master William Brabon, 


At each of the presenta- 
tions Miss Ivy’ McGowan ar- 
ranged for a suitable Christ- 
mas Tableau to forn part 
of the program. 


The 1954 presentation was 
greatly assisted by an offer 
from the Vacuum Ot] Ccom- 
pany (now Petroleum Re- 
fineries) that the committee 
use the company’s auditorium 
for choir practices under the 
baton of their choir master 
Mr. John May and pianist 
Miss D. Stebbing. 


The carol singing was once 
again led by the Sunshine 
Salvation Army band (band 
master William Brabor), Mr. 
Verdun Newnham was com- 
pere, Mr. Ted Franks assis- 
ted with the lighting and the 
Platform was provided and 
erected by the Shire of Wer- 
tibee. 


During 1945 the cheir* of 
the Standard Vacuum Oil 
Company was disbanded. Ow- 
ing to the cifficulties of form- 
ing a choir and finding a 
conductor it was decided to 
present a suitable Christmas 
film at the conclusion of the 
carol singing program. The 
puojector was supplied by; 
the Salvation Army and Mr, 
Larry Fleming was the pro- 
jecticnist. 


This practice was followed 
each Christmas until 1959 
when the annual festival was 
discontinued, mainly through 
a lack of interest. The at- 
tendances having fallen from 
1200 in 1952 to some 200 in 
1959. 


Some of the highlights of 
these years were a choir item 
rendered by a group of Dutch 
residents in 1952 in their 
native tongue and several 
items from an aboriginal 
group in 1957, and the short 
Christmas messages given by 


representative ministers of 
the churches from 1952 to 
1959.
